CAIRO, July 26 (Reuter).—

Admiralty Admit Loss Of Five 


Small Ships: Others Damaged 


‘LONDON, July 26 (Reuter).—An Admiralty communique 
states that the German communique-claiming to haye sunk 11- 


ships totalling 43,000 tons and 
further 12,000 tons of shipping 


to have severely. damaged a 
in an air attack on a convoy 


yesterday in the English Channel is grossly exaggerated. 


The facts are that a convoy:| 
consisting of 21. small coastal 
vessels escorted by trawlers, was 
heavily attacked by successive 
waves, each of about 30 German 
aircraft. 
. "Five Sunk 

Five small vessels were sunk with 
u total tonnage of 5,104. 

A further five small vessels totall- 
ing 5,193 tons were damaged and one 
of thesc—n 644-ton couster—had to 
be beached. * : 

Shortly after these alr attacks, nine, 
enemy motor 
sighted: proceeding to attack the con- 
voy. Two of our destroyers and two 
motor terpedo bouts at once pro- 
ceeded to intercept and cngage the 
encmy forces. _ . 

The enemy moter torpedo boats 
retired behind a smoke sercen 
Immediately on sighting our forces. 
They were chased and engaged for 
about 15 minutes. . 

The damage inflicted on the enemy 


‘was not observed owing to the smoke. 


Destroyers Attacked

attacked by German dive-bombers. 
Both ships sustained some damage 
and in ‘one, ELMLS. Boreas (Lt.

He is Elllot Allard, gun-layer of the

‘After unloading cargo at Brussels, 
the steamship was attacked by two 
enemy aircraft, Allard opened fire 
with ‘a 12-pounder high-angle gun, 
ond the very ‘first shot bursting on 
the two machines caused one to crash 
while the second, obviously damaged, 
lost height. and was- reported by 
several villagers to have also fallen.

The men had to-/relingulsh the 
buff, leather. jackets which they had 
worn and take to the senrict unl- 
forms provided for them, but they 
avere -allowed to retain, the” buff 
eolourings for thelr facings, “and 
thus became known as’ The Bulls.

The Bulls ‘also have two chicl 
nicknames, The first Is ‘The Ad- 
miral's Regiment,” due ‘to the fact 
that, in 1682, they served as Marines. 
The other is “The Resurrectionists”, 
and there ure twa versions of the 
origin. 


One {s said to be due to the fact 
that The Buffs claimed to be as old 
aos the Royal Scots, that re “nent 
with the nicknome of “F  tlus 
Pitate’s. Bodyguard’. The ond” 
version. has it that The Bui were 
given the nickname as a trib, 1 to 
their powers of recuperation after 
the regiment had been ridden down 
by the French luncers at Albuhera. 


The Buffs Snclude in their battle 
honours such famous engagements 
as Blenheim, Rammillics, Oudenarde, 
Gundaloupe, 1759 Tulavera, Orthes, 
Peninsular, Sevastopol; .Taku Forts,’ 
Chitral, and the Relief of Kimbericy.

In the Great War, men of the 
regiment fought at the Alsne, 1014, 
Ypres, (1915 and '17, Loos, the 
Somme, 1916 and ‘18, Arras, 1017, 
Amicns, the’ Hindenburg Line, 
Struma, Jerusalem, and Bagdad. 


They took a particularly active part 
in the “Big Push” of 1016, 


The ‘regimental badge shows the 
Red Dragon of the, Royal House of 
Tudor, In ‘cachfour corners of the 
badge aré the united Red and White 
Rose, ensigned with un Imperial 
Crown, and the motto ,“Veteri Fron- 
descit Honore” (“May ‘it floufish by 
its ancient honour"). There {s also 
a second: regimental: motto, that ‘of 
the County of Kent. It 1s the single 
word “Invicta” (“Unconquered”). - 


Among the achievements of The 
Bulls is the fact that one detach- 
ment was sent -to America in the 
1670's and there did much: to lay the 
foundations of what is now the State 
of Virginia, It is also recorded that, 
in 1684, the Burghers of Bruges 
were .so anxious to show their ap- 


préciativn ofthe ~ worl of= the~ re- 


giment in defending thelr city that 
they made a agift to it of 600 barrels 
of Flemish beer. The Buffs have 
the privilege of marching through 
the City .of London with fixed 
bayonets, beating drums and flying

One of the primary factors in the 
German diMculties Is the rivatry 
between: Germany and’ Russian in the 
Balkans. The interests of the Sovict 
appear to clash” with those of the 
Nazis at almost every point, both 
strategically and economically, 

In recent months the Russians, 
according to forelyn diplomats here, 
have greatly extended thelr influence, 
both in Rumanian and Yugoslavia, 
and’ are now hoping that Bulgaria 

jWll serve as_an effective barrier to 
I.prevent oa German thrust to the 
Balkans. [t can be roughly stated 
that Yugoslavin, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
and Greeee are all hanging in the 
balance from the German point of 
view, with Turkey as the pivotal 
point tor the whole Near East. 

Respect for Turkey's military 
ability is extremely high throughout 
this part of the world and her firmly 
pro-British attitude has kept the 
Near Enst from eruption. If — the 
Russiins were now to welcome Ture 
key’ on thelr side, forming an Anglo- 
Turlush-Russlan bloc in the Balkans 
it is probable that there would be 
a stampede in the Balkan countries 
to join in— Reuter,
